1 . AS REPORTED IN REF. C, AT THE CLOSE OF THE APRIL 16 
CABINET SESSION, THE CABINET SECRETARY MADE THE FOLLOWING 
ORAL STATEMENT: "IN THE CABINET MEETING TODAY THE FOREIGN 
MINISTER SURVEYED THE INFORMATION GUIDELINES SENT TO 
ISRAEL'S EMBASSIES ABROAD. A DEBATE WAS HELD ABOUT THEM. 

THESE GUIDELINES SAY THAT RESOLUTION 242 WILL SERVE AS A 

BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN ISRAEL AND ALL THE NEIGHBORING

EVRON TO FOREIGN DIPLOMATS SUMMARIZING A TALKING PAPER 
BEING SENT TO ALL GOI AMBASSADORS ABROAD FOR THEIR USE 
IN EXPLAINING THE ISRELI POSITION ON 242. INTER ALIA, 

EVRON NOTED POINT THAT "GOI AGREES THAT 242 IS BASIS 

FOR NEOGTI ATION S WITH ALL NEIGHBORING STATES, I.E., 

EGYPT, JORDAN, SYRIA AND LEBANON. ALL PRINCIPLES OF 242 
APPLY WITH RESPECT TO ALL THESE STATES." REMAINDER OF 
BRIEFING PAPER ELABORATES ON GOI POSITION. 

3. WE ALSO NOTE THAT ON MARCH 27 YADIN RELEASED THE 
MOST RECENT ISRAELI DRAFT PORPOSAL FOR A DECLARATION OF

THE FRAMEWORK OF SUCH A (PEACE) SETTLEMENT, AND IN ACCORDANCE

4. COMMENT: THERE REMAINS A CERTAIN DEGREE OF AMBIGUITY, 

WHICH THE ISRAELIS HAVE TRIED TO RETAIN, IN THEIR POSITION 
ON 242. NONETHELESS, THEIR PUBLIC LANGUAGE 

DOES NOT CONTRADICT THE ANSWER TO THE FIRST 
QUESTION INCLUDED IN REF. B.
